Chief credit 
for the discovery was given to W. B. 
Ballantine, an English metallurgist. 
Dr. Hutchison, who for many years 
was Thomas A. Edison’s confidant and 
chief engineer, explained that the meth- 
od consisted of manufacturing material 
which when mixed with molten steel 
or iron makes it entirely rust-proof 
and to a great extent even acid-proof.

investigation into the appalling traffic 
in lethal arms. 
In its report the grand jury vir- 

ly admitted the ineffectiveness of

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon supplements a 
new statement of opposition to the soldiers’ bonus 
with a suggestion of special tax methods which 
could be used for financing it, when and if approved 

dy congress. He makes it clear that he does not 
approve the bonus, and does not recommend the 
taxes suggested. but offers them as the best solu- 
tion of the impending problem of financing he can 
That is a perfectly legitimate position for the 
secretary to take. As the official charged directly 
with the duty of seeing that there is enough money 
in the treasury to meet authorized public require- 
ments without undue hardship upon the public, it 
is within his right to protest expenditure which 
he considers wasteful. But it is more than a right 
—it is a duty—for him to suggest methods of 
raising all necessary funds when their necessity 
has been determined by congress. a 
That is the situation which now impends. The 
bonus, with its alternative features of idowment 


insurance, néme building assistance, and land de- 


velopment aid, we believe, has strong popular sup- 
port which will be reflected in its authorization 
by -congress. It is popularly regarded as an at- 
témpt to accord belated justice to the men removed 
from business opportunity in emergency to fight 
N for their country. It is an investment, in good 
will and a tangible token-of good faith from the 
nation to its defenders. It is\a panacea for unrest, 


Of course it will cost money. But the sacrifice 
ot those who provide the money will not be one- 
hundredth part of the eacrifice of those for whom 
they provide it. ‘There is not one taxpayer among 
them all who would not joyfully give up $10 or 
$100 or $1,000, or even 810,000, rather than quit the 
business from which he makes this money and go 
abroad for a year to sleep in a mudhole or a dug- 
out under a rain of shells and a smother of poison 
gas, and to labor interminable hours in misery and 
instant danger of death or mutilation. 

It will cost money. It will be a burden to bust 
ness. Mr. Mellon sees that point rightly. But it 
ig more important and more encouraging that he 
is also recognizing fs inevitability and fulfilling 
the duties of his office by preparing to meet it.

LABOR’S,LESSON IN 
ECONOMICS. 

Dwight T. ham, an industrial engineer, has 
returned from a tour of study of industrial condi- 
tiond in Europe with the conviction that European 
labor has learned that there is a vast difference be- 
tween successfully operating industries and merely 
working in them. He attributes that practical 
knowledge to participation in and observation of 
the soviet experiments in Russia, and to a lesser 
extent in Italy. 

That his conelusion is correct is indicated by re- 
ports of more stable and industrious labor condi- 
tions in various European countries. If it is cor- 
rect it marks ly the greatest step toward 
complete economic recovery of the world yet made. 
_ It means that labor is realizing that in the long 
run it can be paid only from its own production. 
Every arbitrary rule which reduces production thus 
takes its toll from the workman who enforces such 
a rule as well as from the employer against whom 
he enforces it. It means that labor is realizing. that 
capital and brains are as essential to successful in- 
dustrial operation as is labor, and therefore equally 
entitled to a share of the reward. eed) 

That is practical economics. It ig good news that 
European labor is recognizing such truths. Amer- 
fea will follow if it does not lead. Stability and 
prosperity certainly will result if such gospel is 
generally accepted.

{Mining Congress Journal. 
Several months ago an agreement was entered into

by the Chicago building trades and the employers to 
arbitrate the wage scale and labor conditions before 
Judge Kenesaw M. Landis of the federal court. ein’ 
careful investigation of all the issues involved, Judge 
Landis rendered a decision reducing slightly the wage 
scale and condemning some of the abuses which had 
developed in the building trades. While the decision 
was satisfactory to neither side of the controversy, it 
was hailed as a fair solution of the general problems 
and both the employers and the officials of the labor 
union accepted the conclusions of Judge Landis. 
Some of the crafts associated with the Building 
Trades council accepted the decision and returned to. 
work. The more radical craftsmen refused to abide 
by the decision and an internal fight was begun 
against Thomas Kearney, president of the Building 
Trades council, which resulted in his being deposed 
and the election in his stead of William C one 
of the leaders among the radicals who refused to ac- 
cept the award given by Judge Landis. In the mean- 
time, nonunion men were employed in the construc- 
tion work where union men had refused to serve. 
With the election of Curran came the declaration

SENDERS HIT BY 
Eu / U. S. ORDER

Wash D. C, Feb. 3.—[Special.] 
— The department ot eommerce has is- 
sic? a temporary order forbidding 
amaitur radio sending stations from 
broasicasting addresses and music until 
sorne system may be worked out which 
euumt. iatés interference. This interfer- 
ence has been causing no end of trou- 
ble. 
Professi s who hold commercial 
licenges-are not affected by this order, 
but have been advised that they better 
Work out some program among them- 
selves if action by the government is 
to be withheld indefinitely. 

14,000 Amateur Senders. 
The steps taken by the government 


give some indication of the remark- 
able strides that have been made in 
radio communication recently. es pe- 
cially with the radio telephone. It is 
estimated that there are today in ex- 
cess of 14,000 amateur radio sending 
stations scattered about the country. 
The law provides that all must take 
out licenses. The commercial licenses 


are less numerous, and. while their 


operations cause some mixups, this 
trouble has not been as serious as that 
encountered when the amateurs were 
doing an unrestricted business. 
The order, of course, does not affect 
receiving stations, either amateur or 
professional, which are not under 


now set up. 
Receiving Sets in Homes. 

In the last three months, during 
which the radio stations have been 
sending out addresses, songs, and pho- 
nograph records via radio telephone, 
to be picked up by many thousands 
of amateur receiving stations, there 
have been thousands of these receiving 
sets established in homes and public 
pulidings. 

Figures which have just been com- 
piled by the bureau of communications 
of the department of commerce show 
the rapid growth of the amateur radio 
systems. The country is divided into 
nine districts. In the. Chicago dis- 
trict, which includes Chicago, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan (upper 
peninsula), Minnesota, Kentucky, Mis-
